On  the  25th  of  August  St.  Joseph’s 
College  Calumet  Center  held  an 
Orientation  Day  Program  for  all 
those  entering  St.  Joseph’s  for  the 
first  time  this  fall.  The  purpose  of 
this  program  was  to  acquaint  the 
newcomers  with  the  College  and  the 
facilities  available  to  them. 

This  end  was  achieved  by  having 
small  groups  of  students  under  the 
guidance  of  Student  Council  mem¬ 
bers  attend  25-minute  lectures  on 
the  various  phases  of  college  life.

Although  all  the  lectures  were 
beneficial,  of  particular  interest 
were  the  sections  on  “College 
Study”  given  by  Mr.  Raymond  Kra- 
jewski,  Instructor  in  English;  "Vo¬ 
cational  Goals”  given  by  Mr.  James 
Fattore,  Instructor  in  Business;  and 
“Social  and  Psychological  Adjust¬ 
ment”  given  by  Mr.  Alec  Lazur, 
Assistant  Professor  of  Sociology. 

These  three  lectures  gave  the  stu¬ 
dents  an  insight  as  to  what  would  be 
expected  of  them  in  the  course  of 
their  stay  at  St.  Joseph’s. 

One  of  the  many  features  of  the 
College  is  its  Guidance  Department. 
It  helps  the  students  plan  their  edu¬ 
cational  program  while  they  are 
attending  school. 

After  graduation  the  Placement 
Bureau  will  help  place  the  gradu¬ 
ates  in  the  proper  jobs  if  they  so 
desire.

Roving  Reporter

Events  take  place  almost  daily  in  Berlin  heightening  world  tensions. 
The  cold  war,  after  a  momentary  lapse,  re-enters  the  international  focus. 
Two  political  systems  —  democracy  and  communism ;  two  economic 
concepts  —  capitalism  and  socialism  —  gear  for  a  showdown. 

Russia,  boasting  a  one  hundred  megaton  bomb,  “shakes  its  fist”  at 
the  West.  Nuclear  tests,  once  again,  begin  behind  the  Iron  Curtain. 
The  testing?  Atmospheric. 

The  United  States  follows  suit.  How?  Under  “laboratory  conditions.” 

Does  this  testing  make  nuclear  warfare  inevitable?  And  assuming 
that  nuclear  warfare  does  take  place  over  Berlin,  with  Russia  being  the 
aggressor  nation,  would  we  be  in  favor  of  retaliating  with  nuclear 
weapons? 

To  get  a  few  qualified  opinions,  the  Roving  Reporter  asked  St.  Joseph 
teachers  the  above  two  questions.  Here  are  their  replies: 

Mr.  Alec  Lazur,  Assistant  Professor  of  Sociology,  “Because  nuclear 
tests  have  resumed  doesn’t  mean  that  nuclear  warfare  will  automatically 
follow.  But  even  if  there  were  a  nuclear  war,  the  winner  of  that  war 
would  not  necessarily  be  the  victor.  After  World  War  II,  we  won  mili¬ 
tarily,  but  lost  economically  —  with  the  likes  of  NATO  and  the  Marshall 
Plan. 

“If  conflict  did  result  over  Berlin,  conventional  type  weapons  would 
be  used.  An  atomic  bomb  would  not  be  practical,  militarily  speaking, 
on  the  battle  field  since  both  sides  would  suffer  the  blast.  The  battle  of 
Berlin  is  really  a  battle  for  supremacy  —  the  supremacy  of  one  of  two 
political  systems. 

“In  long-range  nuclear  warfare,  the  United  States  would  be  morally 
justified  going  into  all-out  nuclear  war  as  a  retaliatory  measure.  Self 
preservation  is  the  only  moral  justification.” 

Mr.  Anthony  Federici,  Instructor  in  History,  “Resuming  nuclear  tests 
will  not  change  the  world  situation  nor  do  I  believe  that  disarmament 
could  be  a  solution  to  the  problem  we  are  now  facing.  What  is  needed 
is  solving  fundamental  political  differences.  This  is  more  basic. 

“The  tests  being  carried  on  in  the  Soviet  Union  may  not  be  for  mili¬ 
taristic  reasons.  They  could  be  for  purely  scientific  reasons.  The  present 
trend  in  weapon  building  does  bring  out,  however,  the  sharp  differences 
between  the  two  systems. 

“It  also  will  make  further  agreements  more  difficult.  Presently 
agreements  are  based  on  the  power  of  both  sides,  and  both  sides  do 
have  the  power  to  destroy  each  other.  In  conclusion  to  the  first  question, 

I  do  not  think  that  nuclear  warfare  is  inevitable  on  the  basis  of  nuclear 
tests  alone. 

“If  an  all-out  nuclear  war  did  take  place,  there  would  be  no  victor. 
Progress  would  take  the  setback.  If  Russia  were  the  aggressor,  it  would 
be  within  the  national  interests  of  any  nation  to  retaliate. 

“Of  course,  we  have  to  be  careful  to  analyze  aggression  and  interpret 
it  in  its  proper  perspective.  Not  every  military  movement  behind  the 
Iron  Curtain  means  aggression  nor  does  it  mean  that  we  should  respond 
by  risking  a  plunge  into  world  conflict.  Miscalculations  can  be  made 
by  both  sides. 

“As  a  final  statement,  I  would  say  that  if  a  holocaust  began  over 
Berlin,  it  would  be  the  greatest  diplomatic  failing  of  our  times.” 

Mr.  James  Hazard,  Instructor  in  English,  “The  whole  situation 
disgusts  me.  There  are  two  culprits  in  this  cold  war.  Resuming  nuclear 
tests  may  not  necessarily  begin  nuclear  war  but  they  certainly  do  increase 
the  risk.  As  far  as  I  am  concerned,  Russia  is  more  to  blame  since  they 
are  testing  their  weapons  in  the  atmosphere. 

“Personally  I  am  for  complete  disarmament.  I  am  against  fighting 
any  type  war  for  any  kind  of  a  reason.  I  will  admit  that  my  view  is 
impractical  and  that  it  is  not  based  on  military  or  political  reasons. 
However,  from  the  moral  and  ethical  standpoint,  I  feel  that  my  views 
are  right. 

“What  the  United  States  should  work  for  is  a  disarmed  Germany. 
We  should  remember  that  the  Russians  lost  30  million  men  fighting  off 
the  Germans.  I  fear  German  militarism.  Why  should  we  go  on  to  build 
the  Reich  all  over  again?  That  is  what  the  Germans  want.  Adenauer 
keeps  asking  us  for  atomic  weapons.  We  should  respect  this  fear.”

“Selling  is  a  tough  job,”  the  fac¬ 
ulty  co-advisor  stated,  “and  should 
be  compensated  for  when  done  suc¬ 
cessfully.”  In  accord  with  this 
statement,  Mr.  Swanke  declared 
that  it  has  been  decided  by  the  fac¬ 
ulty  advisors  in  consultation  with 
the  administration  that  SHAVINGS 
will  pay  a  commission  to  all  stu¬ 
dents  who  sell  advertising. 

“We  feel  that  since  the  sale  and 
soliciting  of  advertising  is  a  busi¬ 
ness  venture  which  can  be  profit¬ 
able  for  a  student  who  puts  forth 
the  effort  that  his  reward  will  not 
be  sufficient  if  it  is  only  an  experi¬ 
ence  which  is  gained,”  the  faculty 
member  added. 

He  continued  by  saying  that  all 
salesmen  who  solicit  advertising  for 
SHAVINGS  will  have  to  conform  to 
the  regulations  and  conditions  set 
down  by  the  school  and  staff  of 
SHAVINGS,  as  salesmen  would 
have  to  do  for  any  other  business 
concern  which  thrives  and  succeeds 
only  by  direct  selling.  In  these 
other  enterprises,  the  salesman 
reaps  the  reward  of  his  effort  not 
only  in  the  psychological  satisfac¬ 
tion  of  a  job  well  done,  but  also  in 
dollars  and  cents. 

“Students,”  Mr.  Swanke  said, 
“are  also  one  of  the  many  groups 
of  people  who  always  seem  to  be  in 
need  of  cigarette  money.  For  the 
service  that  such  sales  people  will 
render  to  SHAVINGS,  the  publica¬ 
tion  is  more  than  willing  to  give 
help  to  the  student.”

Library  Holdings 
To  Be  Increased

From  her  vantage  point  in  the  library,  Miss  Viltis  Vaichunas,  the 
Librarian,  can  observe  all  the  traffic  that  passes  through  the  door  of 


St.  Joseph's.  No  doubt  by  now  she 
has  seen  almost  the  entire  student 
body  of  the  College,  but  how  many 
of  the  students  have  taken  the  trou¬ 
ble  to  acquaint  themselves  with  her 
or  the  facilities  of  the  library? 

According  to  Miss  Vaichunas,  the 
library  will  grow  by  leaps  and 
bounds  this  year.  A  new  book  bud¬ 
get  has  been  approved  which  will 
enable  the  school  to  purchase  3,000 
new  books.  Right  now  500  new 
books  are  on  order  and  should  ar¬ 
rive  soon. 

In  addition  to  the  main  library, 
a  reading  room  has  been  provided 
across  the  hall.  This  room  contains 
a  rather  extensive  supply  of  refer¬ 
ence  books  and  magazines.  Part  of 
the  book  budget  will  be  spent  for 
subscriptions  to  new  magazines  so 
that  the  student  may  be  kept  better 
informed  about  the  latest  findings 
whether  they  be  social  or  scientific. 

As  a  special  service  to  the  stu¬ 
dents,  Miss  Vaichunas  has  com¬ 
piled  a  listing  of  magazines  that 
are  available  at  the  local  libraries. 
This  saves  time  when  looking  for 
a  particular  magazine.  Once  a 
month  she  also  puts  out  a  list  of 
the  new  books  received  in  our 
library. 

Future  plans  for  the  library  in¬ 
clude  the  purchase  of  two  microfilm 
readers  to  be  placed  in  the  reading 
room.  These  are  designed  to  save 
storage  space  for  the  magazines  and 
other  periodicals.
